Nor have 
either thown very much 
potential statesmanship, Mr 
Nixon cannot “deal” with 
Mr Khruphchev on the 
strength of besting him In one 
television debate, any more 
than Senator Kennedy can 
restore fost prestige simply by 
admitting that the otd grey 
mare alnt what she uted. to 
be. Dynamic, imaginatlve 
programmes aro cssentlal If 
the West is to regain lost 
Initiative. 

OREIGNERS, it soems, expect 

more of an Amarican Prosi- 
dent and call for more robust 
leadership than Amoricans 
themselves. For despite the 
widespread ‘dleittusionment 
over = Eleenhower outside 
Amerien he te ctl immenayly 
popuwiar within, and Mr 

_Nixon'’s,, main preoccupation 
has been all along not how 
many vote has’ Elsenhower 
foxt the Republicans, but how 
many of Elsenhower's fand- 
alide votes la he tikely to re- 

, tain. And Mr Nixon may yet 
find that hie strongest card Is 
that he has the = precident’s 
endorsoment. 

Much has been 
written of Mr Kennedy's 
ratiglan. tt waa easily the 
dirtlest lesue of the campaign 
and may well boomerang on 
bbe eritica for just that reason. 
Many’ who felt at. the. outect 
uneasy, about voting In a 
Catholle President may prefer 
today to regard themselves as 
big hearted and broad minded 
rather than childishly blased 
and venomourly bigoted. 

In: Mr Kennedy's favour ta the 
fact that he la unlvercally 
regarded so “the nicer man” 
who despite his Inexpertence, 
ts more likely to possess the 
character, the abllity and ‘the 
solid convictiona which people 
expect of a Prealdent. Ho is a 
refroshing cpeaker—even If he 
does tend to repeat the tame 
old things with a now twlat. 
But If his words do provide an 
inalght Into his thinking, then 
this Is the mind which Is more 
capablo of stimulating Ameri- 
can peoplo to work for thalr 
own resurgence and.that of tha 
cause. of freedom everywhere,
